A .valflsaROiU and interesting Correspondence 
wttreen 6vj . Lewis Cass, late 17. S. 'Minister at 
tho Cjtlr; of -he King of France, and Hon. Dan- 
iel i' '• '. our Secretary of State, ban recent- 
jj boco fuW M> answ*r to the call of the Sen- 
ate, it in oi course on both side* very able and 
posiesseB a high degree of interest, from the na- 
tional points discussed, as well as from iti person- 
al character and political_ bearings, lis great 
length of csurse precludes its appearance in our 
columns ; but we will endeavor to present as care- 
ful und thorough an abstract of it as possible, in 
srdiT that our readers, may not be without.some 
notion of its history and issue. 

I. Previous to the conclusion by the governments 
of Great Britain. France, Austria, Russia ani 
Prussia of a treaty! in wTiich each Power made 
stipulations to adopt certain prescribed "measure* 
for the effectual suppression of the Slave Trade 
on the coast of Afr:ca-raruoTig which .was tlio con- 
cession of tire mutual right of visitation nnd search, 
Mr- Cass addressed to M. Goizot, the F>each 
Minister of Foreign Affair.", underdate of Feb. 13, 
18-12, a Protest against its ratification by the French 
government, mainly upon the ground that it viola* 
ted th« rights of tho Unitad States, since tho Brit- 
ish Government, in the Correspondence between 
Lords Palmerston and Aderdeen and Mr. Ste- 
venson, had declared that, in order to carry its pro- 

. vifions into effect, it would becomo necessary to 
visit the vessels of the United States ; and that 
this, which they elainied'the 'rfg'Hl'to'"rib,'woui<I be 
dene. Mr. Cass assured the French Government 
lh,it this claim on the part of Kngland would be 
resisted by the United Stales by force of arms, ii 
necessary; nnd if France took the same view pj 
the matter with Groat Britain, and mnde proten-- 
s'uns to the exercise of the same right, she would 
be treated by the American Government ia a simi- 
lar manner. He therefore called upon the French 
Government to examine closely her position in this 
matter, and the construction put upon the Treaty,- 
K> which sho proposed to become a party, by at' 
least ene of her associates. He cited a passage 
from the President's Mvssago of Dec. 7, 1841, in 
support of tho positions he had advanced. .At'tVre 
fame time he added that his communication-was 
made solely upon his own responsibility— in jibe 
absence of instructions from his Government, and 
that tho whole responsibility of the measure was' 
hi* own. 

II. Mr. Cass encloses a copy of this commu- 
nication in a despatch to Mr. Weiister dated Feb- 
ruary 15, 1842, and addresses him at some length 
in vindication of the course ho felt it his duty to 
pursue. Tho chief purpose of his letter is to- pro- 
duce the impression that the Government of Great. 
Britain has entered into tho Quintuple Treaty 

ycbiefly for the purpose of claiming nnd exercising 
the right ef sourcbon the high seas— covering i»i 
designs under the clonk of a pretended zeal for the 
suppression of the slave trade, and intending to 
interpolate into the code of maritime police by the 
moral force of the Quintuplo Treaty a stipulation 
which it wai known the United States would never 
admit. He speaks at length and with germ 
wurmtb of the vast power and still mora boundless 
ambition of F.ngland, and sneers at her preionsions 
of disinterestedness in desiring the suppression ol 
the slave trade— saying that " one would think 
there were objects of misery enough at home to 
occupy the attention of any English statesman, 
- without that excess of philanthropy which would 
tilt a spear at overy nation and light up the flames 
of a general war in order to accomplish its own 
charitable views in its own exclusive way, almost 
at the end of the world." He represents the 
great improbability that France, after his commu- 
nication to M. GutzuT. will ratify the treaty, ond 
begs leavo to " press upon Mr. Webster the ne- 
cessity of instant and extensive arrangement* for 
offensive and defensive war." After apologising 
for the warmth and earnestness with which he has 
expressed himself, a»d the apparent boldness of 
the course he has adopted, Mr. Cass soys he is 
aware the U. S. Government i» at perfect liberty 
either to avow or disavow his conduct. 

III. The next letter in the order of time is a 
brief reply from Mr. WeustkR to this communica- 
tion fiom Gen. Cass, under date of April 5th. 
184-2. It gave a succint sketch of the correspond- 
ence on the Right of Search that had taken place 
with the British Government, with a notice of the 
causes which had interrupted it, and "stated that 
the appointment of Loid Ashburton as Mifattter 
l'locipoteotiarv had for the then present suspended 
ail negot.ation upon the subject. U P to that ..me 
the U. S. Government rested upon the se.nf.ment:, 
Of the President'* Message, on which Gen. Cass 
had founded his action. Mt.jWebstek says that the 
United States reserve to themselves the undimm- 
ished right to receive or offer such stipulauons on 
the point as they may deem proper. The Presi- 
dent, hesavs, regarded Gen. Cass's letter as in- 
tended merely to assure the French Government 
that the principles of the message would be ad- 
hered to, and warmly commended the motive* 
which animated him in presenting u. He add, 
that, whatever may be done in the matter, the Ua.ted 
States will, in the absonce of treaty stipulations, 
maintain the fullest immunity of merchant vessels 
on the sea, and if she shall deem it proper to enter 
into any treaty stipulations for the suppression of 
tho African slave trade they shall be strictly con- 
fined to that single object and shall neither be em- 
barrassing to innocent commerce nor unequal in 
their practical operation. He concludes by de- 
siring Gen. Cass to apprize M. GmzoTof the Pre- 
sident's approbation of his letter. 

IV. Under date of April 30, 1842, Mr. Cass 
writes to Mr. Webster that lie has received no 
answer to hi* former" despatch, and adds that if 
the President should disapprove the course he has 
taken ho could no longer remaia in • France With 
honor to himself or odvantage to his country- 

V. Gen. Cass, Ma, 17, 1342, acknowledges 
the receipt of Mr. Webster's letter ot April 5th, 
savs ho is happy to Sad his course approved by 
the President, states that he has laid it before, M. 
GrjizoT, who was " touched with the fraakness ot 
the proceedine," nad-adda that M. GuiZOT has as 
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yet made" no « nswer to it and that, as the treaty 
"will jrobubly not be ratified," he may cons "Her that 
the occasion /or an answer has passed hy. 

VI. - Mr. Cass, May 26. 1342, again declares 
his "belief to Mr. Webster that the treaty will" not 
be ratified by the Freoch, and complain* of.the 
ignorance of the true state of trade betweerr the 
two nations which marks the debates in die Cham- 
ber* on, their commercial relatione. . 

VII. Mr. Cass, May 31. 1342, encloses teMr. 
Webster a letter he has received from M. Gut/or 

VOL M. GcizftT, under date of May 26. 1342. 
acknowledges the receipt of the letter of Gen. 
Ca.sj of February 13, 1842, to which he now 
makes reply, which would have been premature 
before the letter had received the official chara ..-r 
given to it by the despatch of Mr. Webster. M. 
GrjizoT says that be might well refrain from enter- 
ing into any explanations of the treaty of Decem- 
ber 20, 1841, since it was not yet in existence. — not 
having received the ratification of the French 
King. He is anxious, however, to express fully 
the views of the French government.upon the sub- 
ject, and he therefore declares the opinion enter- 
tained of the represerfiatrnn made- by Gen. Cass 
that the treaty will involve the United States in 
Ti '.w and unacknowledged obligations : 
""The treaty it the 20th December, 1811," he- 
says, "pe its future destinies what" they 'may, is not 
founded on another principle than that of the con- 
vections of 1831 and 1333. Tue stipulations of 
these latter conventions bound France and Eu»land 
only; the treaty of the 20th December extend* 
them to Austria, to Prussia, and to Russia, makine 
in them certain changes more or less important, 
"but which did hot alter its nature. In order fairlj 
to infer ftom it the very extraordinary intention of 
imposing upon other-States the obligation of sub- 
jecting themselves to it, itwould.be necessary tb ii 
this intention, iti no manner indicated in tlic cum- 
pnet of the 20th December, should result from jhe 
preceding conventions. Wehuve never understood 
them in. such a sense i we never could so have un- 
derstood them." . . .. 

M. GtruoT adds that tire Dispatch of Mr. Web- 
ster convinces him that the United States per- 
ceive the possibility of concluding some arrange- 
ment with the stipulating powers for the suppres- 
sion of the slave trade. If they choose, however, 
to remain isolated, he trusts that no opportunity 
for immunity will thereby be ufTordcd to an infa- 
mous trnffic. 

•IX. "On the 29th of August, 1S-12, Mr. Web- 
ster addresses to Gen. Cass a letter announcing 
the conclusion of r. treaty between the Government* 
of Great -Britain and the United States, n copy o! 
which he transmits, drawing attention especial!) 
to the stipulations mutually entered into upon the 
subject of the suppression of the trade in African 
Slaves. Mr. Webster informs Gen. Cass that he 
is thus furnished with the American policy upo» 
this subject; 1. independent but cordially concar- 
rent efforts, of maritime States to suppress, u* far 
as possible, the trado on the coast by means of 
competent and well-appointed ^piadrons to watch 
the shores and scour the neighboring seas; 2. con 
current becoming remonstrance with ull Govern- 
ments who tolerate -within their territories markets 
for the purchase of African nrgroes. H-> add- 
that it will remain for each -Government to revisr 
its own municipal laws in such a way as shall best 
protect its stipulations ugaii»t. it* own citfeeni 
This dispatch Gen. Cass is authorised to make 
known to the French Government. 

X. Immediately upon the receipt or this letter 
Gen. Cass, under date of September 17,1842, ac- 
knowledges the receipt of the intelligence con- 
veyed in it, odds that, all apprehension* ef a diffi- 
culty having pawed away, he doe* not see that an' 
public interest d.-mn.d- bis further residence in 
Europe] ond requests permission from tho Presi- 
dent to retire fiom the miasioji since he " can no 
longer be useful there, end the state of hi* private 
ttffuirs requires his presence at home." 

XI. The Acting Secretary of State, under dote 
of Oct. 11, 1842, communicates t« Gen. Cass the 
permission of the President which he desired, ex- 
pressing the President's gratification at the good 
intelligence he has always maintained with the 
French Government, his regret that his own wishes 
should terminate the mission, but yielding to hi- 
desire to devote his attention to his personal ani! 
private affairs. 

XII. Under date of October 3. 1342, otter pre- 
ferring his request for permission to return to the 
United States, and before that permission had beer, 
received, Gen. Cass addresses to Mr. Webster a 
letter stating that be had laid bsfore M. Go* 
zoTaopy of his despatch announcing tho con- 
clusion of a treaty with Great Britain. " In exe- 
cuting this duty." he adds. "1 felt too well whn- 
wo* due to my Government and country to inti- 
mate any regret to a foreign Power that some de- 
claration had not preceded the treaty, or some 
stipulation accompanied it, by which the extraor- 
dinary pretension of Great Britain to search our 
ships, atoll times ond in all places, first put fo;tb 
■bv Lord Palmerston on the ,27th August, 184T, 
and on the 13th October following again peromp- 
torilv claimed as a right by Lord Aberdeen, would 
have" been abrogated, a. equally incompatible wit., 
the laws of nation, and with the independence of 
the United States. I confined myself, theretore. 
to a simple communication of your letter. But 
in addre*sing his own Government he says thai 
reserve ceases. He proceeds therefore to express 
his gratification at the termination of our d.tiicul- 
ties with Great Britain, so far as tktu are termi- 
nated. He refers then t« the British claim of 
-search as advanced and upheld by Lords Palmer- 
ston and Aberdeen, to the language of the re- 
sident's Message, to his protest addressed to M. 
Gczot. to Mr. Webster's approval of that pro- 
test, and adds that under these circumstances of 
the assertion nnd denial of ihisTiew claim of man- 
time police, the eyes -f Europe were upon these- 
two great Naval Powers, one of which had ad- 
vanced a pretension, aDd avowed her determination 
to enforce it. which might at any moment, bring 
them into collision. » So far." he says. " our no- 
tional dignity wo. uncomprom.tted. Bet- Eng- 
land then urged us to concur" with her ra measures 
to suppress the slave trade. Before doing this he 
contends" the Government of the United States 
should have insisted, as a .preliminary to all nego- 
ciations, « M and- ******* 
abandonment on the part of Great Bnian of 
all claim to a rigU to visit and search Amtnctn 
vesseU. On examining the treaty, he says he aoes 



gpee. We- have - bound- ourse+ves. by-that -treaty, 
to keep a squai'ron on the Coast of Africa — wbich 
under oor'own regulations we nave done for years. 
The efiect of the treaty is therefore, he says, to ren- 
der it obligatory ipon as by a convention to do 
what heretofore-wi* have done voluntarily, and thus 
to place otfr municipal laws, ia some measure, be- 
yond the iwarh of Congress. -He concludes -his 
.letMr-thus: - —

The 
British pretension, whatever it was. hod been pre- 
.vious"!y mode, and clearly, distinctly, solemnly re- 
pelled by the Message of the President. 'Sat a 
syllable of thai Message,' says Mr. Webster. 
' has been or vnll be retracted.' Gen. Cass him- 
self bos previously confessed, that this claim was 
promptly met, triar. the national dignity was thus 
far uncompromiued, and our rights wholly un- 
touched. Upon these rights the Government of 
the United States stends firraiy, and they would, be 
defended at any and every hazard. She bas.no 
occasion either to demand or ask any thing of Eng- 
land with regard to them. As to tho complaint 
that the treaty in-some measure place* our munici- 
pal regulations beyond the reach of CongTess. Mr. 
Webster say; rt .» «t sufficient answer to say tb»t 
all treaties-do tfcia-:— that no treaty could fte> mode 
without -producing that effect. From -every agent 
of the L. S. Government abroad, with the single 
exception.of Gen. Cass. Mr. Webster assures 
him, nothing but congratulations at the conclusion 
of the treaty, havebeen received. It U derogatory 
to neither Power, but honorable to both. With 
reeard to the suppression of the slave trade. Mr. 
Webster soys:

X(V. In reply to this dispatch Gen. Cass writes 
to Mr. Webster immediately on his return from 
Europe, under date of December 11. 1842. He 
disclaims having intended to protest or remonstrate 
against the neg«ciation of tho treaty, and «ays he 
merely answered a dispatch from Mr. Webster, 
as he felt k his duty to do. He differed from Mr. 
Webster in bis opinion of the treaty— thinking it 
left the United States in a worse position than it 
foupd them; and he honestly and frankly espreased 
his opinion to this effect, because he does not deem 
it the duty of a diplomatic agent merely to carry 
inhit fleet the instructions of his Government sub 
siUiUio, whatever may be his own sentiments in 
relation to them. Ho expresses his conviction that 
there is no Government, certainly none this side of 
Constantinople, which would not encourage rather 
than rebuke the freo expression of the views of its 
representatives in toreijrn countries. As to tho ap- 
prtdaended effect of his letters, he says he writes 
fur his own Government, and not for England; and 
that he has no suspicion that power will ever seek 
his authority upon any point they wish to support. 
The publication of his letters, moreover, he say* 
will be the action of the Government — not his own. 
He thinks the oxpressionof Mr. Webster where- 
in one *f his statements is termed a ' tissue of mis- 
takes ' entirely unwarranted : the only fsct stated 
by him which is contradicted by Mr. Webster, he 
says, is that' England made the application for the 
international arrangement — whereas it appear* the 
first offer was made by Mr. Webster himself; 
and even this explanation, he thinks, does not 
amount to un express contradiction. All the rest 
of bis statement he contends is made up of" infer- 
ences,' for which he casnot be held morally respon- 
siDle os for matters of fact, however illogical and 
mistaken they may be. Gen. Cass repeats his 
opinion that we should have demanded tho aban- 
donment on the part of England of their claim to 
the right of visitation, before entering upon any ne- 
gociation; and declares his belief Uiat under the 
treaty as it now stands, she w ill claim that right as 
before. He says that he did not intend to com- 
plain because the opinion of the President and 
Senate, by whom the treaty was ratified, differed 
from his own; nor did ho ever censure the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty. He would, however, have voted 
for its ratification only upon the condition he bad 
named. The negotiation of a treaty, he says, is a 
different matter ; end in that the negociutors ore to 
be held responsible for what they omit or introduce, 
as it is wholly at their discretion. This treaty he 
thinks omitted a most necessary stipulation, and 
was therefore most unfortunate for the Country. 
In conclusion, lie expresses the hope that the 
President, though he may not wholly approve hi* 
course, will at least relieve him from the charge of 
an improper interference in a subject not within 
the sphere of his duties. He asks for this letter 
the same publicity as his others may receive. 

XV*. Mr. Webster's rejoinder, dated Decem- 
ber 20, 1342, is quite as caustic and able as that 
of November 14th. He communicates to Mr. 
Cass the President's opinion that this correspon- 
dence has been " quite irregular from the begin- 
ning." Mr. Cass had asked leave to retire from 
his mission : it was promptly granted. The 
letter of October 3, which followed this, can be 
regarded in no other light, he says, than a protest 
against the treaty, and. an ottack on the Prasidenr/s 
Administration. The treaty was concluded : the 
transact inn w-as finished, and nothing that Gen. 
Cass or a»y one else could do could undo it. His 
opinions were unsolicited, and if given merely as a 
citizen, should not have been addressed to the 
State Department ; if given as a public function- 
ary, they were quite aside from the line of his 
public duty. He proposed nothing to be done, but 
objected only to what "Tied" bfen done. IFthis be 
not a protest, Mr.' Webster declares himself un- 
ablef to "say what it is. With regard to Gea. Cass's 
statement that the publication of bis iatten will be 
the act of the U. S. Government, and not his own, 
Mr. Weester reminds him of instances, not un- 
known to Gen. C , in which highly important let- 
ters from American Ministers in Europe have 
found their way into European newspapers, against 
the wishes and interests of the American Govern- 
ment. Mr. Webster assures Gen. Cass that be 
had a perfect right to form such opinions as he 
p'.eases concerning the acts of his Government, 
like all ether crrjrena, but he had not been asked 
to bestow his approbation upon the treaty ; he bore 



no part in its cegociation. nor was he in the'shght- 
est degree answerable TofTu provisions. .When,, 
therefore, the Government eornphsiced of his gn> 
testing against the action cf the FrtMident and 
Senate under thesse- ciicunastanc*s. Mr. WEBSTER 
expresae* the opinion,' that there Is no warrant 'for 
an invidious and unjust reference -to the- c«de of 
Turkey. He proceeds ttrfa<ien upon Gen. Cass 
his original charge of having fallen iot» a S tisaue 
of mistakes'* in his statement of England's bavins 
pressed the matter upon ua, for negociation. and 
sifts the inferences and conjectures upon which it 
was based Tne President, hie says, complains 
that Gen. Gass has given an incorrect narrative oi 
the negociaiinn ; aod he thinks it would hare been 
more just in him to have attempted no history at 
all of a matter with which he was sj impatcrectly 
acquainted. With rejard to the opinion often e\- 
pressstd by Gen. Cass that the United States should 
have insisted upon the express abandonment of the 
nght of visitation by England, Mr. WctsTer 
says the rights we claim have been expressly and . 
formally proclaimed and will be maintained ; and 
for defending them, the United States relies upon 
her own power ; she does not ask it as a favor 
from any nation. We ask no pledges 16 respect 
these ri-ht* from any power ; and 09 our libertie - 
depend for thvir existence upon *' ar power to main 
tain them. " general, and vague protests," odd - 
Mr. W.. " are not likely to be more effectual thai, 
the Chinese method of defending their towns, bj 
painting grotesque and hideous figure* on theii 
wails :■) fright away assailing foes." In reply to 
the suggestion of Mr. Cass that the negociation ol 
a treaty is conducted at the discretion of the mv 
gociotor, Mr. Webster says the President desires 
him to «ay that " the negociation proeefded from 
step to s-ep, and from day to day. under hi* owr 
immediate supervision and direction ; that he him- 
self takes the responsibility for what the neatj 
contains and what it omits, and cheerfully leaves 
the merit* of the whole to iho judgement of the 
country." He closes the letter and ihe correspon- 
dence by repeating lh« expression of the Presi- 
dent's regret that Gen. Cass -hould have com- 
menced it hy his letter of O. tober 3d. 

This closes the official correspondence. Gen. 
Cass has written a letter in reply since his arrival 
at Detroit, which ha-i been published in the news- 
paper* : but Mr. Webster, of course, will not 
follow him thither to protract the controversy.

Mr. Coltos's Lectures.— George H. Col- 
T05, Esq. gave hi* introductory Lecture on Toes- 
day evening, in the Chapel of the Cfliversity, to a 
highly respectable audience. He showed thai 
there is still much in the Indian character that i* 
imperfectly understsod. Tbe sources of informa- 
tion which are opea to the American people have 
reference in great part to their physical condition, 
and give us but little insight into what nay be call- 
ed the philosophy of Indian life. Travelers have 
given us minute details of their customs and man- 
ner*, but have told c* little of their modes of 
thought, aDd taken little notice of those subtle 
influences that make the character of the uncivil- 
ized man so remarkable both for it* great virtue* 
and great vice*. The latter part ef the lecture 
was occupied in giving a rapid sketch of the his- 
tory of the Indians up to the time of the settle- 
ment of Plymouth. 

Mr. Colto.v describe* natural scenery with the 
enthusia«m of the Poet, asd hi* accouat of the 
ruthless invasions of the French Spaniards was 
spirited and gnipbic- We commend these lectures 
to all who wish to acquire a thorough knowledge 
of the trae character of a people now rapidly 
pa**ing away. There t* much that is new and 
unexplored in this field of research, and in the 
hands of a m»u of ability like Mr. Colton the sub- 
ject must a*sume fre»h tntere»i and value. 

The next lecture wiil be upon the early situation 
and history of the various inierier tribes, the rise 
of the Five Nations, the extermination of the 
natives of Virginia, the destruction of the Pe<]uod*, 
and the career and death of King Philip. Thi* is 
a wide field of investigation, and one eminently 
worthy the attention of every friend of historical 
inquiry. ^ 

MlLLERISM and Issasitt.— We lately pub- 
lished a statement that a Mr. Shortridge, of New- 
Hampshire, had run mail with MQIerum, and at- 
tempted to ascend to Heaven from an apple-tree, 
but found the attraction of gravitation too strong 
for his celestial aspirations, and came to the 
crou.id with ruch momentum as to cause his death. 
We have just seen two letters of late date from 
different *outces in Porumouth, N. H., staling 
that letters had been received there from this same 
Mr. Shortridge, making no mention of his 'ground 
and lofty tumbling' or deaih-circum3iances so re- 
markablo that they could hardly have en«aped his 
notice bad they actually occurred. We have heard 
from another source that this same Mr. S. was 
crazy ten years ago. So in the case of the wo- 
man who poiioned her children and attempted to 
commit suicide some weeks ainct: — her insanity was 
attributed to Millerism, but entirely without rea- 
son. Doubtless the like has been tbe case in many 
other instances. Those who know any thing of 
Insanity are aware that it very commonly takes its 
hue from the most exciting topic of the hour, to 
that hundreds of persons have been reported a* 
victims of * religious mania,' when in fact their 
insanity wa* caused by functional disorders, often 
having its seat in the digestive organs and only by- 
sympathy affecting the brain. Of those who are 
currently reported as rendered insane by ' Revi- 
vals ' or " Millerism,' a groat portion would be 
found, on due inquiry, to have been constitution- 
ally disposed to insanity, and often to have inher- 
ited that malady. In other cases, physical de- 
rangement consequent on personal excesses, such 
as intemperance, gluttony, and other forms of sen- 
suality, was the true cause.— We cannot exclude 
from our columns accounts of remarkable casu- 
alties, but our readers will know how to make due 
allowance for tho causes to which they are often 
mistakenly attributed. 

Earthquake in Vermont.— We have pub- 
lished from the Montpelier Watchman a para- 
graph noticing the occurrence of an Earthquake 
in that section on the 14th inst. We see from a 
letter in the Evening Post that tho shock was felt 
at Burlington and northward, and in Jericho, 
Westfield, Underbill, Essex, Milton and other 
towns in that vicinity. At Johnson, 36 miles 
north east of Burlington, there was heard first a 
rushing noise, like the approach of a heavy storm, 
and then occurred a deep stillness fjllowed by a 
heavy rumbling from the east, which sensibly jarred 
tbe stove and furniture in the house. There was 
a less violent shock twenty minutes after. At 
Milton Falls the houses were violently shaken, and 
at Burlington the jar was so violent that some per 
sons left their houses. The shock occurred at 
about five minutes past 9 P. M. 

From Hatti. — Letters received from Hayti at 
Boston state that Mr. Gooch. the U. S. Consul at 
Aux Caves, had succeeded in obtaining a new trial 
for Dr. Lovell. but that it resulted in another convic- 
tion and condemnation to death. Mr. Gooch *ays 
there wns no charge proved against him. and that 
the offences imputed to him were of no heinous 
character. He declares his intention to demand 
bis passports if Dr. Lovell is put to death. 

iU* The Albany Journal publishes extracts from 
ihe financial report of the city showing that the 
income, of the Ferry to Greenbu-U during the twelve 
months last past — although the travel from the 
completion of the Eastern Railroad has largely 
increased — bus fallec off some two thousand dol- 
lars. In the amounts received for grocery and 
tavern licences the loss is above $5000 — while the 
number of establishments has scarcely at all di- 
minished. Between tho Ferry and Excise the 
revenue has thus fallen off ten thousand dollars 
in a single year.

One thing I claim as my right, that men who un- 
dertake to censure what I have done, should read 
mv rulesb'fore they condemn my practice. There 
is 'no English book, spelling bock, grammar or dic- 
tionary, which presents any uniform or consistent 
or correct system of orthography. The rules I 
have adopted for correctieg the mistakes of Eng- 
lish writers may be seen in the following book* :

Accident to the Vinecnnca- Chose for 
Pirates, Sec. 

Correspondence of The Wew-Vork Tribune. 

Tbi.iid»d be Cobs, March Ut, 18*5. 

Messrs. Editors : The dullness and monotony 
of this litile City was broken in upen on the 20ih 
inst, b> the appearance of a ship of war off the 
coast, making for the anchorage at Bayo Bianco, 
which turned out to be the U. S. ship Vincenne*, 
Commander Buchanan. She bad taken a pilot on 
board some days before and been'blown off. In 
attempting to enter the channel te anchorage about 
twelve miles to the southeast of thi* port a: half 
past 6 o'clock, P. M. by tho sheer carelessness of 
the pilot she struck on a reef, with a.fair wind to 
drive her further on. Signal guns of distress were 
fired and a Lieutenant wa* despatched in a small 
boat to this port to obtain lighters, &c. After try- 
ing in vain to get off during the whole night, throw- 
ing over 400 or 500 shot and a quantity of provi- 
sion! and starting 60,000 gallons of water, the 
Command-jr gave orders to throw overall tbe guns, 
but before it was executeJ a squall arising, be or- 
dered all sails set and the cables shipped, and 
had tbe good fortune to force her over the reef 
without material iajury. This was a bold and 
daring mea»uro and perhaps the only one which 
would have saved the ship. By the aid ef lighter*, 
the anchors and most of th-J provisions were got up 
and saved. The whole loss did not exceed one 
thousand dollars, including'lighterage. Amongst 
those acquainted with the suajee: the conduct of 
Commander B. on this critical occasion is consid 
ered highly creditable, and the fine appearance ol 
the officers and crew were such as to do great cre- 
dit to the navy. After getting up her anchors. Stc. 
on the 22d she came up to the port, and her salute 
guus in honor of Washington's Birth Day rever- 
berated amongst these hills and mountains, and 
awakenedsome of the slumbering inhabitants, who 
went about inquiring " if war had broken out.' 

After obtaining the requisite supply of water and 
provisions on ihe 2tiih she pursued her cruise to 
Cape Antonio and thence to Vera Cruz. She 
was in search of pirates along the south side of thi- 
isiand, and ali her large boats with a number of her 
men were absent on an expedition at the time of 
the accident. A day or two before she left, tbe 
Governor of this province received an itfficial com- 
munication from Garza, bb.»ui4U miles to the east- 
ward that a pirate ve*«el had been teen in thai 
neighborhood, and that on ihe night «.f tlie -1st. 
36" cannons were heard, which appeared by the 
sound to be loaded uith ball, and that a Kiolatsc* 
lighter, seeing a sutpkiuu* looking brig and hear- 
ing the guns, had run ashore in coMterciatijn at 
tbe idea of being chased by a pirate. The Consul 
was sent for and a formal off;r made by the Gov- 
ernor to send a schooner of war to a^si^t Com 
mander B if be would send an expedition in 
search of tbe suspicious vessel. The Commander; 
though nearly certain that the guns heard must 
i<ave been bis own on the evening of tbe accident 
and the brig seen one which arrived here the next 
day. offered to send hii largest boat, well manned, 
to accompany the Spanish schooner. But, ulas! 
the schooner had no sail and could not start. Two 
or three days aftor the Vincenne*' left, however, 
the schooner having picked or patched up some 
sails, went out in search o: the imaginary pirate. 
Was it not a bright idea to suppose that a pirate 
would be chasing a molasses lighter ? or that there 
could be any occasion for her to fire 36 guns? or 
that she would fire them wi:hout necessity within 

2S miles of a man-of-war ? After all reasoning 

and explanation, however, the Spanish authorities 
are in tae full belief ef ihe leaJity of tho pirate 
and n-» doubt expect to take her with a two gun 
schooner if she does fire 36 guns. It seems as 
though tbe firing of those great guns had revived 
some of the characters of Gil Bias.
